DYNAMITE PLOT UNRAVELING 


Further Light on the Scheming of 
Havill and Others Shown by 
the Police., 

Slowly the mystery of the dynamite plot 
is being unravele@. More correctly speak- 
ing. it is unraveling. itself Reference Is 
made to the alleged piot to blow up the 
transit company bridge over the River Des 
Peres. Incidentally the explosion of dyna 
mite under about a dozen «ars different 
parts of the city, with slight damage to th 
property and little or no injury to persons, 
appears likely to be cleared up in connec 
tion with the clearing of the plot that har 
turned out to be a figment of the Imagina- 
tion of Ora F. Havill, transit company de- 
tective.

Smith suspected that Havill put the ex- 
plosive there himseif, and so informed the 
wlice. Smith was released and Havill was 
locked up. He ‘s still in custody. 

Saturday afternoon Nathan J. Farrand, 
having read Llavill’s statement about find- 
ing the dynamite, called on Chief of De- 
tectives Desmond and made a statement 
Havill had procured two sticks of 
three caps and a piece of fuse 
from Ike ‘Crosby the previous Saturday 
night, to compere it with some sticks of 
dynamite previously found on the tracks, 
and that he had supposed Havill had 
turned the axplosive over to Mr. Baumhoft. 

Confronted with this evidence, Havill 
made a new statement, admitting that his 
first statement was imaginary and saying 
that he took the dynamite home for a few 
Cays and then himself placed it under the 
bridge and informed Mr. Baumhoff of the 
plot to blow up the bridge; then he went out 
that night, “found’’ the explosive, and 
would have used it as Exhibit A to prove 
his prowess as a sleuth had not policemen 
happened along and captured him, 

Monday morning Ike Crosby appeared at 

the office of Chief Desmond. Detective Mur- 
phy had been sent to the country to request 
the attendance of the old negro, who came 
readily enough. Both Farrand and Havill, 
separately, were identified by Crosby as 
men who had visited his house as detectives 
employed by Mr. Baumhoff. Haviil, the 
negro said, took dynamite in the quantity 
mentioned and ostensibly for the purpose 
stated.

Almost the only ray of light is the report 
of Sheng, the director of railroads and 
telegraphs, forwarded by the French 
consul-general at Shanghai, to the effect 
that the legationers were safe June 19 and 
preparing to leave the capital with the 
consent of the Chinese government. But 
the motives for the Chinese officials in 
keeping the powers appeased by reassur- 
ing messages is too obvious to allow the 
unreserved acceptance of the statements. 
._ Tien Tsin is so hard pressed that it 
must be relieved before assistance can be 
sent to Seymour's force. The absence of 
the exact dates of the last dispatch from 
Taku and other messages makes it diffi- 
cult to connect the various stories, but

Judge Zimmerman Imposes Severe 
Sentences Upon Deputies Arrest- 


ed for Disturbances. 

“If you men are samples of possemen, God 
protect St. Louis,’’ ‘was the expression of 
Justice Zimmerman in addressing Richard 
F. Heimfmiller and James Reynolds, deputy 
sheriffs, after their trial Monday morning 
for disturbance of the peace. 

“You men have been proven guilty of 
most flagrant offenses uy the testimony of 
a dozen reputable witnesses,’’ the justice 
said, “but you are no worse than inany 
others of the so-called peace organization 
which it is proper to say has invaded this 
section. South St. Louis is, indeed, scourged 
by the posse. 

‘“T shall fine you heavily, not simply be- 
cause of your offenée, but with added rea- 
son, because you have disgraced the office 
vou hold and with the hope that the gang

“The question here is whether the defend- 
ants have been shown by the affidavits to 
have interfered with the instrumentalities 
and the agencies of the federal gavernment. 
The court in passing on the point does not 
undertake to punish ifthe affirmative po- 
sition is sustained. The injunction process 
is intended as a preventive of lawlessness 
and is a declaration and warning to all the 
people. 

‘The issue, as set forth here, is not one 
between the transit company and the mem- 
bers of the street car union, but of the 
United States against all persons who may 
interfere with the operation of the malls. 

‘“Trrespective of whether this or that per- 
son has been guilty of an act of lawless- 
ness, a reasonable apprehensian as to a 
violation of the laws of the United States 
is practically all that is necessary in deter- 
mining the issuance of an injunction: 

“It has been said, and I suppose with a 
certain degree of accuracy, that lawful 
strikes are rare. The history of strikes 
shows that they are not conducted peace- 
fully. 

‘Soon after the present strike was iIn- 
augurated there were scenes of lawlessness 
throughout the city. 

“It is admitted that the mat!l cars have 
been interfered with ‘and their prompt op- 
eration at times renderéd impossible, There 
was no interference prior to May &. There 
were no outbreaks of violence. there was 
no cutting of wires and consequently na 
complaint on the part of the federal gov-

After a rest, to give 
nerves a chance to recaver, the men made 
an investigation. A number of volunteers 
descended into the mine. All of the passage- 
wavs were found to be flooded, but the flow 
of water into the mine had diminished. 

The opening was closed, and then began 
the task of determining whence the water 
came. Investigation showed that it came 
from the abandoned Palm mine, which ad- 
joins the Oak Hill, and which has not been 
worked for 2 years. 

In the chambers of the old mine nearly 
five miles of water was found. This water 
is believed to have been the accumulation 
of a quarter of a century of seepage from 
the surface: Every rain during ali these 
years served to feed this great underground 
lake. v 
It was feared that the pressure of this 
immense volume of water would at some 
time break through the wall of coal sepa- 
rating the abandoned mine from the Oak 
Hill. To prevent this possibility a brick 
wall five fet thick was built as a partition. 
This work consumed all of Sunday night. 

The Oak Hill was closed Monday. No 
other work will be done until all of the 
water has been pumped out. This may re- 
quire several days of hard work.

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WHO WAS RESPONSIBLE ? : 


The coroner's jury, in its verdict on the death of little Ida 
Von der Ahe, held that the contributing cause was the falil- 
ure of the fender on the street car to work properly. This be- 
ing #0, who was responsible for the use of a fender which not 
only did not save life but helped to crush it out? 

The Board of Public Improvements authorized the use of 
all the fenders on the various lines of street railway. It has 
been proved repeatedly, by terrible accidents and deaths, that 
not more than one of these fenders should have been sanc- 
tioned. Yet the board makes no move to undo its error. 

The street railways manifest as thorough a disregard for 
the safety of citizens and their children. They continue to 
use the fraudulent fenders, giving no hint that they will 
ever be replaced by apparatus that has given satisfaction 
elsewhere. 

The public has no difficulty in fixing the responsibility for 
these needless deaths and maimings. It holds the apathetic 
city government and the greedy street railway corporations 
equally blameworthy.

A DOMESTIC StRVANT'S UNION 


A Danish domestic servant of Copenhagen, Marie Chris- 
tensen by name, has tackled the “servant girl problem” in 
modern, up-tp-date fashion. 

A year ago Miss Christensen organized a servants’ union, 
which now numbers 1500 members. The demands of the 
union are a nine-hour day, each servant to have a room to 
herself, the same food as the family and leisure time which 
is not to be invaded. Some employers approve the union 
and argue that the reasonable, while many 
Servants look askance at it. ‘ 

Miss Christeiusen says she studied the question for years. 
She was strack with the low moral condition prevailing among 
servants: their ignorance and miserably low wages. There 
was positively no outlook for them, and as a work of pure 
philanthropy she formed the union. 

In America, at any rate, the problem will hardly be worked 
along these lines. Miss Christensen says “there is no reason 
why domestic labor should not be regulated the same as 
other labor, with certain hours and privileges accorded other 
laboring classes.” Not many American housekeepers will 
agree with this. Domestic service is a species by itself, gov- 
erned by conditions differing essentially from all others. It 
ie doubtful if the trade union idea as at present understood 
will apply. Dut Miss Christensen’s experiment is worth 
watching.

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UNIVERSITIES FOR ALL. 


Prof. Harry Thurston Peck of Columbia University is 
grieved because the modern university has been opened to the 
average man. He says: 

The university has been swamped by the influx of 
the mob. College-bred men have become a part of the 
great crowd, und mediocrity, instead of being raised to 
the plane of scholarship, has degraded scholarship to 
its own level. The university should not exist to train 
boys and nen as “hustlers’’ and money-makers, but to 
develop the minds of men who have a natural capacity 
for scholarship, for serenity of mind, and for lofty 
thought—an aristocracy, if you will, for all the great 
things of the past have been created by an aristocracy. 

It is a pity, for Mr. Peck, that the clock of time cannot be 
turned backward so that he could find himself in that serene, 
lofty-browed, classical, slow-footed, haughty-eyed and aristo- 
cratic college whose picture he has in mind—a college whose 
buildings have long and quiet cloisters, shut in by high walls, 
pervaded with a “dim, religious light,” into which no plebeian 
or utilitarian soul could be admitted. 

The trouble is, the average man in our day insists on ac- 
quiring the higher education as well as the lower. Is there 
not m for him as well as for the would-be aristocrat of 
learning? Will it injure the college to have its manual train- 
ing school, its polytechnic institute and even its business 
branches, as well as its chairs of the humanities and liberal 
arts? 

Prof. Peck was born too late. The “good old days” he dreams 
of will never return. On the contrary, the universities wil! 
broaden and extend their fleld of usefulness until they become 
the people's colleges. That is as inevitable as it is desirable. 

There is time for a great deal of thinking before November. 
Mr. Hanna will try to win Nebraska and Kentucky. What if 
he should lose Ohio and Lilinots? 
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SORDID BUT INTELLIGENT.

Article 10, section 6 of the City Charter, quoted in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch of the 24th, provides that “any street rail- 
road company shall have the right to run its cars over the 
track of any other street railroad company in whole or in 
part, upon the payment of. just compensation.”

WHICH WAS DESIGNED BY A ST. LOUISAN 


WILL BE READY FOR NEXT TERM 
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Work on the new high school at Kirk- 
wood will begin at once. The structure is 
to be completed for occupancy by fall. 

The building will be constructed by Mr. 
William Wilson after plans designed by E. 
C. Kleipstein of St. Louis, who will super- 
intend the construction. 


Nearly a dozen prominent architects com- 
peted for the contract. The new building 
will cost $25,000 

Its exterior will be of red brick through- 
out, with brick and Carthage and Bedford 
stone trimmings, and the style will be that 
of the Maryland colonial. All trimmings 
will be white, and the motar will be white, 
excepting over the windows, in course work 


and on the corners, which will be laid -.n 
red mortar. The basement provides for a 
giris’ and Doys’ lunchroom, with lavatories, 
closests, etc., with the heating plant in the 
center. A fan blower, driven by a gasoline 
engine, will force the warmed fresh air from 
a specially provided room in the basement 
to the rooms and corridors, from where the 
air passes through registers to the venti- 
lator in the roof. 


On the first floor are five standard-sized 
classrooms, with wardrobes, well-lighted 
corridors and a prinipal’s office. The sec- 
ond floor, which is to serve as the high 
school part of the bullding, is provided with 
three standard-size classrooms, two smaller

classrooms. a recitation room and a spa- 
cious library. There are also corridors, 
wardrobes and closets on this floor. The 
rear wing on the second floor has three 
smaller classrooms, provided with rolling 
doors, by means of which all can be thrown 
into one for assembly purposes. 

On the third floor are two laboratories. 
They are over the rear wing, connecting by 
means of rolling doors, and equipped with a 
fume escape and other modern appliances, 
instrument room and storage rooms. The 
front wing furnishes a large room to be 
used for biology and drawing. 

The roof is to be of slate, and all corri- 
dor doorways are to have double swinging 
doors, to avoid noise from siamming.

TICKETS WN. DEMAND 


ALL DEMOCRACY WANTS TO AT- 
TEND THE CONVENTION. 


EACH DELEGATE HAS FOUR. 


Applicants for Seats Figure There Is 
Room for 20,000 Persons in the 
Big Kansas City Hall. 


Missouri Democrats are making trouble 
for everybody who is unfortunate enough 
to have the call on tickets of admission to 
the national Democratic convention. 

They cannot understand wry every Dem- 
ocrat in Missouri cannot secure a ticket, 
and the word tnat nas gone forth that each 
delegate shall have only four to distribute 
has caused a storm of protest from every 
congressional district. 

Former Gov. W. J. Stone, national com- 
mitteeman and delegaite-at-large for Mis- 
souri is getting his share of the trouble. 
He is in receipt of many letters from all 
parts of the ytate, the burden of which is 
a protest azainst the scarcity of tickets. 

These letters show that the writers and 
the people generally have the most exag- 
gerated idea of the seating capacity of the 
Kansas City vonvention hall. One “kicker” 
figures the seating capacity at 22,00. He 
calculates the number of tickets that must 
go to delegites, alternates, distinguished 
guests and to Kansas City at 12,000, leaving 
10,000 to be distributed among the ‘“com- 
mon herd,"’ as he calls it. He reminds the 
governor that it is the “common herd’’ 
which rolis up big majorities, and con- 
cludes with the plea tnat they seldom ask 
anything and this time thev should be fav- 
ored. 

Delegates to the convention hall al over 
the state are having the same trouble, 
and in Kansas, Iowa, Arkansas, Illinois 
and Nebraska it is as bad. These states are 
within a day’s ride of Kansas City and 
every Democrat who can raise the price 
of am excursion ticket, has made up his 
mind to goto the convention. He naturally 
turns to his district delegate for a ticket 
of admission. The result is that each del- 
egate finds himself confronted with the 
imposible problem of distributing four tick- 
ets among several hundred claimants. The 
disappointed ones will never understand 
why they were slighted and will in most in- 
stances hold a grudge against the unlucky 
delegates the rest of their Hives. Thus, 
being a delegate to the national convention 
has S its disadvantages. 

‘These protests,’ said former Gov. Stone, 

“are based om a wrong idea of the possi- 
bilities of the convention hall. After the 
Stage und press seats are deducted, there 
will be seats for about 12,000. The dele- 
gates and alternates, nearly 200 and the 


country press, must be seated out of these. 
Then each delegate is allowed four seats, 
which means nearly 4000 more. So when 
you figure it up there will be few spare tick- 
ets for the great mass of worthy Democrats 
who wish to attend the convention.’ 

Gov. Stone hopes to be able to go to Kan- 
sas City Friday. 


MOONEY’S WOUND WAS FATAL 


Saloon Keeper Shot Saturday Night 
Died Sunday Noon—Two of the 
Shooting Trio Caught. 


Thomas Mooney, the aged saloon keeper 
who was shot by one of a trio of negro 
robbers who entered his place, 205 North 
Levee, late Saturday night, died Sunday 
noon at the City Hospital. 

Two of the trio are under arrest. One of 
them, Henry Wilson, adm‘ts having fired 
the fatal shot. The other, Ben McGowan, 


also confesses that he was with Wilson at 
the time. The police have the name of 
the third man. 

MoGowan says Wilson planned the rob- 

bery and induced him to enter the scheme. 
Wilson was reieased only recently from the 
Tennessee Penitentiary. 
Mooney, the dead saloon keeper, had been 
én business on the levee for nearly half a 
century. He had made much money there 
in the earlier days when river traffic was 
at its height, and of late years had de- 
clined to retire, though urged to do so by 
his four nephews, three of whom are sa- 
loon keepers. The fourth is Martin Shaugh- 
nessy, proprietor of the Lindell Hotel. He 
had offered a reward of $100 for the cap- 
ture and conviction of h's uncle's murder- 
ers before the arrests were made. 

Thomas Mooney lived at 4741 Easton ave- 
nue with a family named Durkin, to whom 
he was related.
